Drunken Deputies Who Went to 
Quell Mining Troubles at Pana. 


Three Lifted Onto the Cars as They 
Pulled Out for Edinburg. 


A FREIGHT TRAIN CAPTURED BY A MOB 
OF SPRINGFIELD MINERS. 


The Box Cars Run Onte the Switch by 
the Bngineer— Miners on Foot-—The 
Sheriff's Action Denounosd—Marehing 
Minere—Three Wagons of Provisions— 
Guns Among Strikers Only to Eill 
Game. 


TAYLORVILLE, II., Jane 9,—The 800 or 400 
miners who started from Springfield to go to 
Pane captured a freight train one mile from 
Barry and rode to Barry. The engineér ran 
the traim on the switch and quickly un- 
coupled the engine from the train and ran 
here for the Sherif, who immediately wired 
the Governor for permission to use Co. B of 
the 6th Regiment from this city to aid in re- 
capturing the train. The request was 
granted, whereupon the engineer went to 
Pana for a passenger coach. 

Sherif Johnson with sixty deputies and 
Oo. B boarded the train at 1:80 a. m. for the 
scene. Upon their arrival they found the 
miners had abandoned the train upon losing 
the engine and dad left on foot. From t- 
teen to twenty miners were found in the 
boxcars endeavoring to sleep. They were 
told to got oc, which they did in good hu.- 
mor, and the Sheriff and the party returned 
at (8. m. The deputies only had about 
twenty guns. 

Those who could not get a rie or shotgun 
took from one to three bottles of whisky 
each and were feeling gay upon their return, 
and several of them were drunk before they 
left for the scene. The people are bitter in 
Genouncing the action of the Sherif in 
swearing in men to act as deputies who were 
intoxicatell. 

The marching miners all reached this city 
this morning and camped near the coal 
shaft. They had three wagons of provisions, 
were quiet and orderly, and left about 10 
a. m. for Pana. The miners were not armed, 
as only two shotguns could be seen, and they 
were to kill game to éat. The miners from 
this city will go to Pana this evening. A 
delegate from the Miners’ Univun of this city 
was sent to the convention at East St. Louis 
to-day. 

This is the exact state of affairs. There 
were positively only two guns among the 
miners, and at least ten men in Co. B were 
drunk, and three of the deputies had to be 
helped on the train as it pulled out for Edin- 
burg. 


IN A REEBDY OORDITION. 

HILLSSOR0O, II., June 9.—No interference 
with working miners bas taken place to-day. 
Albert Blevins, a strike leader arrested, has 
been fined $66, and is serving the fine in jail. 
Monday he will be tried on the question of 
giving a peace bond after release, The fifty 

offeen miners are reported in a needy con- 
dition, and three wagons are known to have 
been out through the country soliciting food 
for them this week. 9 have not been 
asked to go to work by the coal company 
and would refuse todo so if they were. 
A number ofthe original Hillsboro strikers 
including thirty Italians, have gone to Pana 
and elsewhere and gone to work. Most of 
them were on the Hillsboro biacklist. A 
union miner says that the. names of sixty 
Hillsboro men who have persisted in working 
have just been sent to the Diack list of the 
union and will De refused work in union 
localities ifthe union wins the strike. The 
company is shipping eight to twelve cars 
per day and expect to increase the number 
next week.

The sight of a large iceberg drifting about 
inthe sea is one of the most impressive 
sights thatI knowof.

SUICIDAL STRIKE VIOLENCE. 

President McBride of the National Coal 
Miners’ Association warned the striking 
miners that their only safe reliance for a 
fair adjustment of their claims rested on 
the recognition by the press of the 
justice of those claims, and on the 
force of a public opinion that would 
He 
warned them aleo that violence on their 
pert and unlawful interference with the 
rights of other workingmen and with the 
property of railroads or mine owners 
would soon silence every voice 
raised in their behalf, alienate 
public sympathy from them, and compel 
their fellow-citizens and the Government 
to treat them as criminals and public 
enemies. 

This warning isatrue summary of the 
history of every case of strike violence in 
the United States without a single excep- 
tion. There is no standing in a court of 
equity for the man who refuses to do him- 
self what is equitable, and he who, in 
the forum of public opinion, asks for sym- 
pathy and moral supportin obtaining re- 
lief from wrong and oppression, forfeits 
all claim to s¥mpathy or help the moment 
he begins to wrong and oppress others. 

When a multitude of strikers, posing as 
the victims of oppression, make war on 
the whole mass of people by stop- 
ping the running of trains with 
lawless violence, by destroying 
property, by trying to close 
every factory and workshop, by taking the 
ground that no one else shall be permitted 
to work on any terms till they are given 
work on their own terms, and when 
they carry out this intolerable programme 
by murdering or terrorizing other work- 
ingmen, they change the whole issue and 
force the public to protect iteelf from the 
wrongs and crimes which they ere com- 
mitting against their fellow citizens and 
against the dearest rights of free labor. 

It ie amazing that invariable experi- 
ence has so far utterly failed to teach 
strikers the suicidal folly of such 
conduct. In their misery and 
desperation they seem to forget 
that it never wins; that it always defeats 
the best cause the strikers may present; 
that sooner or later it brings the whole 
force of law and public sentiment to bear 
against them and enlists the whole power 
of society in arresting and punishing them 
as criminals. 


A DYING RACE. 

Another and most striking illustration 
of the inability of barbarous races, how- 
ever high in the scale, to endure close con- 
tact with higher races, is the recent offi- 
olal announcement that the Maoris of New 
Zealand have abandoned the sacred boun- 
dary line established some forty years ago, 
and thrown open their reservation—called 
by them ‘‘the King Country’’ —to the En- 
glish, with whom they have so long and 
so unsuccessfully striven for the posses- 
sion of their ancestral domain. The 
Maoris are universally regarded as the 
finest of all the Polynesian races, and they 
have not yielded to the inevitable without 
& desperate struggle, in which their heroic 
courage and splendid fighting qualities 
have won the respect and admiration of 
the conquerors. Since the question of 
Gupremacy was virtually settled half a 
century since, the British Government flas 
made all possible efforts, consistent with 
public safety, to preserve the remains of 
the aboriginal stock from decay and final 
destruction. But all in vain, as significant 
statisticg show. In 1843 the Maoris num- 
bered about 100,000, in 1868 a little more 
than 56,000, in 1891—the latest census—a 
littlo-less than 42,000. At this rate it will 
not be long before the last of them have 
‘vanished from the face of the earth. 

It is not too muoh to say that Olvilisa- 
tion and Christianity are, unintentionally : 
of course, the inexorable and irresistible 
enemies of those races who have inherited 
neither of these great blessings. To those 
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one else, ine 
deed, to da 2 individual 
existence are reckoned desirable: When 
the first white man set foot in New Zea- 
land in 1642, the native population 
— numbered between 400,000 500, - 
000, at lowest estimate. Only 250 ‘Pears 
have been required to reduce the figures to 
42,000, and before another fifty years have 
gone there will not be « single Maori of 
pure blood in New Zealand. 

These cold, hard facts—equally well l- 
lustrated in the case ot our own Indians— 
speak for themselves. ‘‘The survival of 
the fittest’’ is doubtless a fine thing for 
those who survive; but how about the 
**unfittest,’’ who are doomed to perish? 
There is some reason, then, for the poet’s 
obstinate questioning: 

Are God and Nature then at strife, 

That Nature lends such evil dreams?

THE MODERN WIZARD’S LAMP. 


It would be difficult to find a more in- 
spiring suggestion of the possibilities of 
inventive genius than is contained in the 
history of Edison’s kineto-phonograph 
which is told in the current Century maga- 
zine. There have been inventions of more 
intrinsic value to the world, but none 
which appeals mofe strongly to the im- 
agination asa magic purveyor of delight- 
ful entertainment witn a large element of 
value. 

In this invention Edison by taking in- 
finite pains has solved the problem of the 
synchonous attachment of photography 
with phonography. He has completed a 
device which simultaneously preserves 
sight and sound in such form that they 
may reproduced at will with life-like 
effect. Of course it is necessary that the 
pictures shall be taken in succession, but 
the interval is so brief—one forty-sixth 
part of a second, that is forty-six im- 
pressions are taken in a second—that the 
mind is incapable of noting them and the 
effect is continuous. 

Edison modestly suggests the possibility 
of this invention in the promise that 
grand opera may be given at the Metro- 
politan Opera-house at New York without 
any material change from the original, 
and with artiste and musicians long since 
dead. There is the realization of the dream 
that the world has mournéd over as an im- 
possibility, the dream of preserving the 
form of the singerand the song, the actor 
in his histrionic triumph, the great orator 
and his thrilling tones. All of these 
perishable treasures, which when 
lost heretofore have been lost for- 
ever, may be preserved. The Websters, 
Clays, Pitts, Burkes, Garricks, Booths, 
Linds and Pattis of the future will belong 
not only to their own generation but to its 
posterity. But the kineto-phonograph 
has wider scope thanthis. It may in its 
perfection be the machine preservative of 
all great events which have hitherto been 
susceptible only of description. The 
profound impression of thrilling episodes 
and events may be reproduced with all the 
sights and sounds, the forms, features, 
voices, inflections and gestures of the par- 
ticipants. 

In the contemplation of the vista which 
this achievement opens to the imagination 
it is hard to tell whether regret over what 
the world has lost by not having it before, 
or delight over what the world has gained 
by ite discovery now predominates.

This is extremely displeasing to Mrs.

That is it exactly, and since it is, Mrs.

Where the receipts are now hundreds they 
will probably be thousands of dollars be- 
fore ten years from 1897, the date of the 
expiration of the present lease. The pres- 
ent lease has two years to run, why make 
another now before testing the businessjof 
the new lake? Why change the form of 
rental? The haste of the lessee to make a 
new lease and his anxiety to change from 
a percentage to a settled sum indicates his 
view of the prospect for receipts, It would 
be a most unbusinesslike proceeding to ao- 
cept this proposition now. It would be un- 
businesslike at any time to accepta single 
proposition without competition. The

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Men llister Says Society People 
Enjoy Special Favors. , 


THEY COMPARE WITH EUROPEAN NOBILITY. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Di1sratTcn. 

A very general idea appears to prevail in 
this country, and to my mind an erroneous 
one, that we have no privileged class, It is 
supposed that our democratic institutions do 
not admit of the distinctions of caste that ex- 
ist in Europe. This opinion is the result of too 
hasty thinking. We Americans are too apt to 
jump at conclusions,and whiieour democracy 
has levelled a great many of the differences 
that prevail in other countries and has tend- 
od to put into effect that commendable prin- 
ciple, ‘‘All men are born equal,’’ neverthe- 
less I Go not think there is any doubt but that 
And we not only 
have a privileged class, but we also look up 
to it and strive eagerly to be admitted to it. 

From the earliest times of which we have 
any record a privileged class has existed 
among all natiogs. More than 8,000 years 
ago the ptians had a distinct social body 
under the Pharoahs. There were also priv- 
lleged classes in ancient Greece and Rome 
and under Charlemagne- By Magna Charta 
the Barons of Eagiand acquired their 
privileges, many of which are now en 
joyed by the English nobility. In fact, I 
cannot think of any country, no matter 
how democratic its form of government may 
have been, in which there das not been so- 
cial differences among the people. Rome, 
though a gepublic, divided her citizens into 
patricians and plebians. And it is a remark- 
able circumstance that in all these coun- 
tries members of the lower order of society, 
while constantly expressing their contempt 
for the upper order, have just as constantly 
endeavored to be admitted to it. 

SUCCESS BRINGS DISTINCTION, 

And yet on still closer observation it would 
be even more mmarkable if this were not 
the case. If we inquire into the philosophy 
of human nature we shall find that a large 
portion of a man’s time and energy is de- 
voted tothe effort of putting himself ahead 
of some other man. Naturally there are 


those who succeed and those who do not. 
Here we have in a broad sense a distinction 
of classes. Those who succeed may 
termed the privileged class. In that they 
have outstripped the others they are, asa 
matter of course, regarded with envy and 
jealoasy, and the exclusive circle which they 
form is a goal towards wühlen the others will 
constantly alm. 

Nosoonerisa man given litical power 
with us than he at once belongs toa priv- 
Ueged class. This is shown by our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, who write Hon. 
before their names, exercise certain priv- 
Ueges and are looked upon by their neigh- 
dors as persons of unusual importance, no 
matter what their bearing in private lite 
may be. The same principal is shown in the 
church, where the minister is regarded with 
deferential respect by the theological 
student, and where the Bishop humbDles de- 
fore him the minister. 

The same principle will be found to exist in 
business and all the rest of the proféssions. 
It is not strange, therefore, that we should 
find it in society. 

With all our republican notions of equality, 
we are obliged to recognize the fact that we 
are socially divided into distinct classes, and 
that what is looked upon ag the highest of 
these is a goal which most Of those belonging 
to the inferior classes are striving to attain, 

Persons who are born with social ambition, 
or who acquire it as the necessary accom pani- 
menttothe possession of great wealth, de 
sire earnestly a privileged class and strain 
every nerve to be counted in. The more ob- 
stacles a man has to overcome in order to 

ain his social position, and the lower the 

epths from which hesprang, the more re- 
served and exclusive he will become when, 
once he has broken down the barriers sur- 
rounding the chosen few.

intelligent physical culture. Again, the ob- 
ject of true physical culture is not merely a 
development of muscular power—it is the 
Strengthening of the entire assimilative and 
vital system. 

One who practices it persistently and intel - 
ligently not only becomes stronger from a 
muscular standpoint, but the health is bet- 
ter, the ee clearer, the skin improved in 
color, the digestion made stronger and the 
mind buoyed with a confidence which comes 
only with a high state of physical vigor. : 

PSYCHO-PHYSICAL CULTURE. 

We read a great deal about the alfferent 
systems of physical culture followed by dif. 
ferent persons of note in the athletic world. 
One strong man states that the best way to 
get strong is to procure iron rings which fit 
tightly over the muscles whiie relaxed, and 
then to work the muscles while inclosed in 
these rings. Another states that you can 
Gevelop all your muscles while seated in a 
chair without making a single motion—the 
muscles beifig contracted and relaxed by the 
mere force of the will. 

This last-mentioned method has been called 
psycho- physical culture, and because of its 
high-sounding name many have alligentiy 
followed its precepts. Psycho-physical cult- 
ure has Many disadvantages which an intel 
ligent teacher can readily see. There 16 no 
system ofexercise that can be made more 


violent or that is more liable to a strain upon 
the nervous system than is this system, 

The use of heavy weights has long been 
condemned, because they make one slow and 
awkward. Psycho-physical culture can be 

emore violent than the use of heavy 
weights. Itis usually more of a strain upon 
the nervous system. 


BREATHING EXERCISES. 

The remarkable virtues claimed by many 
teachers fer breathing exercises are almost 
beyond belief. All one needs to do according 
to their enthusiastic claims is to breathe— 


take long, deep breaths and plenty of 
them’’—and one will develop strong and 
shapely muscles. What nonsense! Any 
physiological student can readily see the ab- 
surdity of such a claim. 

Breathing exercises are good and health- 
ful, but they are not all-sumelent in them- 
selves. There is a certain amount of lung 
power needed by the system to properiy 
serve the 1 eaey for which those organs are 
used. The lings were not made for bellows 
but to purify the biood, and an abnormal 
amount of breathing exercises, when not 
brought on by musc effort cannot result 
in permanent gain.

The reason for this view is that the foreigner 
falls to oDserve in this country the toadyism 


which is so rampant in Europe, and which 
forms the foundation upon which rests no- 
bility. It must not be forgotten that what 
we term nobility is nothing nodie in itself, 
but is simply an obsequious deference paid 
by a large body to persons who have been 
born and trained to worship rank. 

It is apparently aiMicult to reconcile the 
statements that there is no — — in this 
country, and yet that we have acknowledged 
privileged classes. But our distinctions in 
society are based upon an entirely different 
principle. Social position in this countr 
is individual, not herenitary. A man wit 
ability and money may push himself to the 
front and keep himself there, sven though 
he may have no family tree, and his posi- 
tion will be held simply by his own effort 
and not through any toadyism on the part 
of others. There is nocountry in the world 
where there is less toadyism than America, 
while there is no country where there is more 
than among the English people. In England 
the middle classes have to first dow down to 
royalty and then yield to nobility as being 
far above them in rank and social standing. 
Here, on the other hand, we do not yield to 
the President himseifthe homage his high 
office entitles him to, 

SOCIAL INDEPENDEXCE. 

It is onj this ground that many contend that 
as far as society is concerned all should be 
onan equal footing and no privileges ac- 
corder to either superior birth or wealth. 
This is well enoagh in theory, Dut not in 
practice, for the millionaire is constantly en- 
tertaining, and soon places under obligation 
to himself a great part of society. We all 
recognise the fact that when we are the 
debtor class much ot,our independence is 
gone, and we are greftly influenced in our 
conduct towards our creditor by a feeling of 
obligation. 

In order to establish that independence 
which the better class of society fee! should 
be maintained we should insist upon reci- 
procity in all social matters and incur no 
social indebtedness. Under these circum- 
stances the people of moderate income 
would be more sought after

A SECRET. DEAL 


By Whieh the Government Secured the 
Confederate Records. 


From the Washington Post. 

Mr. Frank Riggs, the son ot the famous 
banker, and his father’s successor in the 
financial circles at Washington, tells me an 
interesting story that corrects a false Im- 
pression which many good people have car- 
ried for years. During the second term of 
President Grant a man dy the name of Piex - 
ett sold to the Government of the United 


States the records of the executive depart- 
ments of the Southern Confederacy. 

From these documents was obtained much 
evidence thet prevented the payment of 
claims of Southern citizens who pretended 
loyalty for losses growing out of the war. In 
a single instance they saved several millions 
by showing that mall contractors through- 
out the South had Deen paid from the Con- 
federate Treasury for services performed by 
them for the Post Omce Department of thé 
United States before the outbreak ofthe re. 
bellion. They proved to be of great value 
in many other directions, and the price paid 
Mr. Pickett for them, which was something 
like 60,000, proved to be one of the most 
profitawvle investments ever made dy the 
Government. 

Picket had been the Chief Clerk of the Con- 
federate state Department, or held some 
similar office which made dim custodian of 
the archives. When President Davis and bis 
Cabinet fied from Richmond Mr. Pickett cart- 
ed the recordsaway and hid them in sume 
place that escaped the searchers of the Union | 
army, andthe manner ot their disappear- 
ance was a myste until they were delivy- 
ered to Secretary Fish. It was always de- 
lieved that Mr. Pickett pocketed the money, 
and he was universally condemned by South- 
ern people for betraying thesecrets of the 
lost cause for a price. 

he facts have never deen told.“ said 
Mr. Riggs, for Mr. Pickett exacted the 
strictest pledges of secrecy from my father 
in regard tothe disposition of the money. 
But both are dead now and there is no 
reason why the truth sbould not be Known. 
Mr. Pickett mever had the benefit of one 
penny ofthe money he received from the 
Government for those records. He de- 
posited the entire amountas soon as he re- 
ceived it in our dank tothe credit of ‘George 
W. Riggs, trastee for, and it was distributed 
in small amounts among the widows of Con- 
federate officers. 

„Mr. Pickett made out the list of the people 
to whom he wished it sent. The checks were 
all signed by my father. Each one was ac. 
companied by a letter which he prepared 
and which my father signed, saying that the 
inclosure was forwarded at the request of a 
gentieman who felt an interest in their wel- 

re. bat for reasons of his own desired that 
his identity should not be disclosed. The 
account was carried for several years, and 
ali the checks and vouchers are now packed 
away in our bank.

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COST OF LIVING. 


IT IS PROPORTIONATELY MUCH HEAVIER 
ON THE POOR, 


Written for the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 

The question of comparative cost of the 
poor man's and the rich man’s living is one 
whichis being carefully looked into in New 
York dy the charitably inclined, and as a re- 
sult of their researches they have found that 
the poor man's coal costs him about twice 
as muck as is paid for the same weight dy 
the rich man, that his other necessaries are 
paid forinthesame ratio, and that the ten- 
ement in which ne lives yields 
its owner about twice the rate of 
interest that 1s obtainable on fine residence 
property. While he pays more in proportion 
for evergthing he wants he does not get the 
best. His milk is often polla@ted and his loaf 


he lives is constructed with as little regard 
to sanitary regulations as the law aliows. 

If you were contemplating the erection of 
a dullding to cost between $40,000 and $60,000 
and were to ask a real estate agent which 
Kind of property would pay you the largest 
Mterest on your investment he would 
answer ifhe had the interests of the city 
and the development of its real estate at 
heart, that fine residence property was the 
best paying investment. But it he answered 
you truly and gave you the benefit of his ex- 
perience, he would tell you that tenement 
property would pay you far greater returns 
on your money than stylish flats or 
fine residences. The principal reason for 
this, no doubt, is that there are 


far more of the really poor in every great 
city who cannot afford to pay any more than 
$12 a month rent than there are of the rich 
and middle class who ean pay from $26 to $200 
a month rent for the roof that shelters them, 
This causes a greater demand for cheap. 
property. 

1 there are few tenements for 
rent while the number of houses and flats is 
large. At the game time the rent paid by the 
poor man for his two rooms in a tenement is 
more proportionately than that paid by the 


rich. 
A visit to the Real Estate Exchange, where 
there are for rent lists of 100 
ofthe largest agenciesinthe city will sub- 
stantlate this statement. There were ad- 
vertised there for rent yesterday 2,000 vacant 
houses, 1,200 vacant flats, 1,100 vacant stores 
and offices ond only 800 Vacant rooms. These 
figures show thatthecheap tenement prop- 
erty is seldom vacant and that less 
than 16 percent of the vacant property in 
the city is of this class. ‘ 

As examples of these two classes of prop- 
erty the Asbley Buliding, a tenement more 
or less known to fame, and the Paramore 
Flats on Bell avenue, a representative piece 
of fine residence property, may 
be taken. The Ashley Building, 
located on the east side of Third 
street, between Ashley and O’Fallon streets, 
is vaiued at $120,00% At least that is what nu 
sold fora liitleover a year ago. inhere are 
avout 350 tenants inthe Ashley 8 ex- 
clusive of the stores on the ower 
floor. The buliding yields a rental 
of almost 51,000 a month, more 
Larev-ffths of which is from the 
occupants of the upper floors. The tenants 
are forthe most part foreigners. They pay. 
their rent promptiy and the agent has little 
trouble with them. When the taxes and re- 

airs are taken out of the rent an income of 

per centon the investment is left for the 
owner. There are seldom any ‘vacancies in 
the Ashley Building for as soon as rooms are 
vacated a new tenant Is secured. 

The Paramore Flats are located on the 
north side of Bell avenue east of Grand. 
They are fine specimens of convenient and 
comfortable, homes. 

Heat, light, janitor and porter service are 
furnished the tenants of these flats. ‘ihis 
property is valued at between $75,000 and 

,000. It rents for $7,500 per annum, of 
which $3,000 are expended for expenses, ro- 
pairs and taxes, This leaves the owner an 
income of 7% per cent and this only when he 
has all his fats rented.

There is only one troubie about Exeelsior 
Springs, and that is that it was not @iscov- 
ered and developed by st. Louis ten years 
ago.

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Eight Killed in a Raid Made on a Mex- 
ican Hacienda. 


A DESPREATS ATTACK ON THE RANCH 
THAT WAS FIRMLY RESISTED. 


A Band of Fifty Braves Who Assaulted a 
Well Fortified Place—The Assailants 
Expected—Desperate Resistance—At- 
tempt to Bun Off a Bunch lot Cattle— 
Defeat of the ADorigines. 


HERMOSILL,O, Mexico, June 9.—Col. Manuel 
Montez, one of the State officers who has 
been guarding the settlers south and west of 
here from the deprédations of marauding 
tribes of Yaqui Indians, has just arrived 
here and brings news of some more stirring 
outrages and crimes that have recently been 
committed by the Indians. A few days ago 
a band of about fifty of the braves made a 
raid on the hacienda of Jose Maria Ruiz, 
near the little mountain village.of Nicory. 
The hacienda was well fortified and guarded 
against the expected attack, and the Indians 
met with a desperate resistance when they 
attempted to run ot a bunch of cattle into 
the mountains, 

The Indians are well armed and equipped 
and in the battle that took place between the 
employes on the hacienda and the band, five 
of the former and three Indians were killed. 

Another hacienda situated in the same lo- 
cality was attacked by the same band of In- 
dians and all of the raneh buildings, in which 
were stored several thousand bushels of 
grain, were burned to the ground. 

Several murders of white settlers in the 
Yaqui River Valley by Indians are also re- 
ported. The. Government has a large force 
of soldiersin the field to quell the disturb- 
ances, but nothing has as yet been accom. 
plished dy them. The attitude of the 
Apaches on the northern border of this State 
and Chihuahdua is also reported to be threat- 
ening, and they are likely to make an out- 
break at any time.

New York, June 9.—The action of Blanche 
Jones, daughter of the late Lewis Colwell, 
for an absolute divorce from Latimer Jones, 
was tried undefended before Judge Dugro 
yesterday. Jones fied about five years ago, 
after a rasen in his schemes in the lumber 
business, out of which came a number of in- 
dictments against him for forgery. He ac- 
cepted service papersin this suit in London 
on Aug. 81.

TO FREE SICILY. 


The Mission of a Revelutionist Whe Has 
Arrived at New Yerk. 


New Tonk, June 9.—There arrived in New 
York two weeks ayo one of the few leaders of 
the late Bicilian revolution who escaped 
Italian prisons, in the person of Prof. 
Antonio Monteleon. He is accompanied by 
his wife and two refugees. Toa number of 
friends who sympathize with the laboring 
Classes in Italy, he stated thatthe object of 
his visit to America was to organize a union 
of labor under the auspices of the New York 
section of the Socialists. The frst 


meeting will be heldg to-morrow 
night. He hopes ultimately to change his 
union into a band of i revolutionists 
who will go to Sicily under his leadership 
and participate in an uprising against the 
Itallan Government, which he confidently 
expects will take place in about a year. He 
has expressed himself freely since his arrival 
on the Sicilian troubles. The people, he 
says, are oppressed by the Italian Govern- 
ment beyona the power of endurance. The 
loose financial methods of the Government, 
which resulted in the bank scandals and the 
looting of the State treasury, left a deficit 
which the new ministry under Crispi has 
vainly tried to meet. 

The last outbreak, which was a protest 
against taxation, was led by some of the 
ablest men in Sicily, members of the Parlia- 
ment and several professors in State col- 
leges being among those who were sent to 
prison for long terms because of their 
ympathy with the movement. Over 200,000 
men took part in the demonstration. he 
rebellion spread so rapidly that the Govern- 
ment was forced to send for Crispi as the 
only man in Italy capable of coping with the 
difficulties of the situation, but even Crisp! 
will be, in the professor’s opinion, unabie to 
stem the tide which bas set in against the

New Yorn, June 9.—Those factors which 
have been most prominent before the speca- 
lative public retain their ostensibly import ;- 
ant position. We say this because while the 
settiement of the tariff and the differences 
between the coal operatorsand the striking 
minersare matters ofthe Orst importance, 
the speculatian has shown a tendency to ig- 
nore them both, and the market has been 
advanced on the theory that both questions 
must be n disposed of, and as the market 
won't affiown i might as well be put up. 
What real direction is or shall 
finally turn ous to be, is 68 
@ifficelt to discover as ever. Current specu- 
The moral con- 
test is still between tne thingsthat are and 
those Which are bopea for, the latter receit- 


‘ing powerful aid from low money and en ad- 


sence of liquidation. Decreased railway 
earnings, which Im some cases are so bad 
as to be threatening, the coal strikes and the 
taritt have been harped on by the bears with 
only trifling effect. The bulls take the séc- 
ond two and try to advance the market on 
the hopes of their discontinuance. The prob- 
able ending is as clear to one as the other. 
The press throws little light on either. For, 
though the Democrats inthe Senate have, by 
shaping a protect DIN, probably assured | 
its passage in the Senate, it seems incredible 
that the House will accept the bill as patched 
up. 
The industrial shares are most directly 
affected by the final outcome of the tariff, 
and while a great deal of talk has been 
heard that the non-acceptance of the bill 
would leave the McKinley bill in force, the 
point u a doubtful one. The history of 
nearly all tariff legislation is that of com- 
promise. Political necessities are to be con- 
sidered, and the Democrats can hardly 
affordto go before the country in the fall 
with a record of no dili at all. Some bill will 
be agreed on and submitted to the President. 
Those who are interested in sugar and other 
affected stocks can determine for themselves 
whether the House will accept without ques- 
tion the change. Unless one factis kept in 
sight the complete changes mani- 
fested in the tone and temper of 


speculation from time to time cannot be un- 
derstood. The fact is that epeculative forces 
in the marketare disproportionately power- 
ful to the floating supply of stocks and the 
market. Tostate it in another way, out of 
the total business such a large part is made 
up of the transactions of poole that the et- 
fect of their trading is magnified in the 
course of prices. When it is considered that 
in the dull state of the market pearly all the 
brokers are trading for their Own account, 
and are ready to follow any signs they see or 
buying or selling, it is no wonder that at 
times the market seems panicky weak or 
buoyantiy strong. AS a matter of fact, if it 
could for atime be free from manipulation 
and left to legitimate business it would de- 
come almost stagnant. It would then be 
possible to discover the tendency of prices 
as Getermined by the attitude of the public.

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Return of the Vid Frigate Lancaster After 
am Absence of Three Years. 


New York, June %.—The old United States 
steam frigate Lanoas ter, built im 1659, when 
she was the pride of the navy, sailed into 
port yesterday, after an absence of three 
years, which she spent om duty in the 
Ohinese Station. She trailed behind her 565 
feet ot red, white and blue ribbon, at the 
end of which there was a blown-up bladder, 
bearing the painted motto, New York or 
Bust.“ she stopped at Quarantine long 
enough to be inspected and then swung 
around to OClifton, where she an- 
chored at 2 o'clock this afternoon, 
From then until ‘dark neither officers 
or men had a moment’s peace. Half the pop- 
ulation of Stateny Island wanted to see the 
boat and talk with the men. One reason 
for this was that the Lancaster had been 
nearly fve months coming from Yokohama, 
and thirty-seven days coming from 
Gibraltar. The time of an ordinary steamer 
is about seventeen days and the overtime 
the Lancaster took in getting here created a 
lot ofapprehension for hersafety. She was 
in command of Capt. A. H. McCormick. 
Among the first visitors were a crowd of re- 
porters, and they were royally received by 
the men aboard, The story of 
the three - year crulse was. told 
by the Captain. She left Portsmouth, 
8 H., on April 21, 1891, under command of 

=o "Seeley, She sallied from New York on 

uly 13, fying the fag of Admiral Harmony. 
She cruised to Madeira Capetown, Singa- 
pore and Yokobama. She spent all the time 
after her arrival there visiting Chinese and 
Japanese ports.

resoives itself into a mere combination of 
curves and mass of colors. After years of 
exhibitions beliinag barred doors, properiy 
guarded, through which only the tavored tew 
gained adaiitiance, our education both 
moral and artistic has reached that stand- 
ard which permits anexhibdition as genera! 
in character and Oroad in scope as any of the 
art schools of Europe. 

The subject of the Artist Model“ has 
been a theme for innumerabie romances, and 
St. Louis bas its fair share. The real den- 
tity of the female model of the art school is 
usually concealed beneath the simple given 
name or Mary, Bessie or Nelile, which in 
some cases is real, in others fictitious.

THAT WOMAN JAIL GUARD. 


A Lady Prominent in Charitable Circles 
Lauds the Mayor. 


An enthusiastic worker in female social 
and charitable circles thus expressed herself 
yesterday to a SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH repre- 
sentative on the movement of Mayor Wal- 
bridge to install a female guard into a posi- 


tion at the city jall: 

„When I saw that the Mayor would appoint 
a woman guard at the jall, andthat, too, at 
the same saiary they give the male guards, 
1 just feit like ringing his honor up and tell- 
ing him I shook his hand through the tele- 
phone in congratulation for the good deed he 
nad done. These sentiments lknow were in- 
dorsed by every woman (although different! 
expressed) who read of it, for they realize 
it was in the direction of the re 
forms they dope to _ effect in the 
methods and management with the aid 
of the proper officials in the several city in- 
stitutions, and they were also gratified at 
this public acknowledgment of the chief 
executive of their city of woman’s ability 
and woman’s judgment. It was the Hu- 
manity Ciub that Orst brought to the notice 
of the Mayor the deplorable condition of 
things in the woman’s department of the 
jailand holdover and then suggested that 
the solution of this depended in part, at 
least, upon the appointment of a woman 
guara or supervisor for this department.

ALMOST A STRIKE. 


Mew York Telegraph Operators Organis- 
a Union: 

New York, June 9.—Never since the great 
strike of telegraph operators ju 1683 has the 
Western Unton company been so close to an 
open conflict with its employes as within the 
pastfew days. In spite of all the precau- 
tions and the avowed opposition of the com- 
pany to anything savoring of organisation 
among the operators, a union has been per- 
fected among the 600 and more operators 


who work at the New York main office. 
Within a week a vote has been taken in the 
ranks on the question ofa strike and the re- 
sult of the ballot showed that a majority were 
in favor of walking out of the building in a 
body and leaving the company to All their 
places as best they couldjat short notice. The 
rules of the organization, however, require 
Atwo- third vote before a strike, and this 
was not forthcoming. It has been learned 
thatthe ballot only lacked seven votes of 
the necessary two-thirds. About 500 votes 
were cast, and only 175 were in favor of con- 
tinuing work. There are several grievances, 
the principal one being the **slide. The 
slide means that every man is laid of two 
days inthe week, and therefore has but five 
days’ work instead of six. The slide went 
into effect last summer, when times were 
really dull, and there was not enough work 
to keep every one busy. The operators say 
that now there is just as much business 
done as ever, and that they should be allowed 
to earn six days’ wages a week. The griev- 
ance is felt most by some of the old timers, 
who have been with the 8 upward of 
twenty years. They feel that they should 
not have their earnings cut in the same pro- 
portion as the newcomers, some of whom 
have just entered the ranks of telegraphers. 

Three men got together about the frst of 
the year and sent a circular letter to a large 
number of the employes wno they felt could 
be trusted. It was inthe form of an appli- 
cation for membership in a proposed union 
of Western Union operators. There was a 
paragraph stating thata favorable response 
would be treated asa secret, Known tono 
one but the applicant and the organizers. It 
was also stated that members joining would 
not be required to divulge the fact of their 
membership, because no meetings would be 
held, and that all questions of interest and 
importance would be submitted Dy mall to 
each member for consideration and vote. 
There would be no dues, and the 
only expenses incurred woul be 
the remittance of two stage 
stamps with each letter to the organization. 
Favorable responses began to be received at 
once. No names were mentioned, The ad- 
dress given in the circular was one that 
would give no clewto any ones identity. 
The work of proselyting continued and is a 
few weeks nearly 90 per cent oi the entire

avenue, went to the ‘Lindell Rallway Co. s 
omee and contracted for three cars to call for 
us at Ay avenue and King’s highway sat 9 
o’clock Friday morning to take us to the 
park, and then to come for us there at 6:80 
and ride us back to the starting point. To 
make sure we would not be left I went to see 
Mr. eyers, the Assistant Superintendent of 
the Lindell road, on Thursday night, and 
after buying $12 worth of tickets from 
him reminded him that we were to 
have three cars in the morning. He said 
they’d certainly be there. Next morning 
only two cars came and we had to pack our 
nearly 400 children into those cars. e made 
the best of it, although I was very 
indignant at the shabb way the 
railway company had acted. had told Mr. 
Meyer we would leave the grounds at 6 
o’clock, and wanted the cars at6:30. When 
we got to the depot there was no cars there. 
Somebody told us they had come at 6 o’clock 
and gone back. Well, we saw two cars come 
along together, and the starter told us to get 
into them. We gotin thinking of course 
the Lindell Rallway intended to carry out 
its contract and take us back to Page 
avenue and King’s highway. Instead, 
when our cars reached the intersection of 
Taylor and Finney avenues we were told 
we would have to change cars 
as one was going to town and the 
other could not go downtown.

Miidly spoken this was, but what a com- 
ment on the humanity that had fled from lis 
most sacred duty! 


Most people think and speak of St. Ann’s 
only as the shelter of baDies. Here’sa little 
surprise. for them—as it was for me—the 
surprise of eneountering helpless old age in 
the midist of helpless infancy. There isa 
department of aged women in the institu- 
tion, and there are thirty-twooild ladies 
there now. We inspected their prim old 
rooms on the third.fioor,and while we were 
doing soa younger sister encouatered us 
atthe doorway. Sister Ano stopped her 
with an amused smile. 

„This is Sister Benedict,’’ she said to me, 
The mother of the old women. 

The younger sister laughed at this intro- 
daction and acknowledged that she was in 
charge of her elders. Sie then invited us 
into the sitting-room of her ward. There lI 
saw the thirty-two old ladies, all ina chatty 
home cirele, as it were, and they bobbea 
their headsto us in friendly 1 the 
spokeswoman rising and asking in her trem- 
vious old voice if we would not de seated. 
But we did not remain, leaving them instead 
to their own privacy. 

There is also a wing of the St. Ann’s House 
where mothers in confinement are cared for, 
but this we did not visit. Many of these pa- 
tients are able to pay for the attention they 
receive —as, indeed, some of the children are 
also paid for—and their department is en- 
tirely separate from the children’s wards. 
asked Sister Ann how ® came about that 
some children were placed with the sisters 
and paid for, when it was Known that the 
place was free of cost if necessary. 

„It's very simple, she answered. Some- 
times a child’s mother dies and the father, a 
workingman, perhaps, is una bie to properly 
look after his child or to pay the charges ofa 
higher-priced place.

Under Sister Ann’s guidance I next in-

But John Rinosk! Claims Itas the Body of 
His Bon Who Was Recently Drowned— 
The Brothertons Think Their Child Was 
Kidnapped and Murdered by Italians. 


WILKFsBARRE, Fa., June 8.—The mystery 
of murder bas been added to the other 
strange circumstances that surround the 
finding of the body of a 6-year-old boy in the 
Susquehanna River, near Danville, yester- 
day. The body bad been long in the water, 
so long that its condition, together with the 
anxiety born of long waiting for the event of 
yesterday, deceived one of the two people 
who tried to identify the dead child to-day. 
When the boy was frst recovered there were 
few who doubted that the river had yielded 
the key to the mysterious disappearance of 
Eddie Brotherton, the 6-year-old son of 
Joseph Brotherton of Ashley, who went out 
to play on Jan. 19 last. His father anda 
hundred friends went out after him before 
the day was over, but though they searched 
caves which mark the foothills of the grim 
eastern mountain to the deepest pool of Sol- 
omon’s Ureek, to the bottom of Caries 
Pond, they found no traee of him. They are 
stillin doubt, Joseph Brotherton hurried to 
Danville when the news of the finding of the 
body came to Ashley. hoping to save his wife 
from t added grief of seeing her childa’s 
remains, but could not make up his mina 
when he saw thatthe little boy was clad in 
clothing different from that which his boy 
had worn and sent for his wife. She went to 
Danville, older by years than she was that 


day in January. She looked at the child’s 
teeth and hair and said without nesitation 
thatthe body was that of her son. At the 
back of the neck she found a Dirthmark, 
which seemed to establisn the child’s 
identity beyond doubt. » 

Then later in the day came John Rinoski. 
whose son was lost in Mill Oreek,near Brook - 
side, when the stream was swollen by the 
spring freshet and rar with such vioience 
that all attempts to recover the body were in 
vain. The Brothertons had said the clothes 
of the dead child were not those worn by 
their son when last seen, and Rinoski recog- 
nized the clothing at once, and when he saw 
the body said that he had found hisson. He 
had come direct from the river, where he 
and a score of friends had been dragging the 
river for the body, belleving that it must 
have been swept down into the main chan- 
nel dy the swollen creek. He heard of the 
discove at Danville and hurried to the 
scene. is mission, he said, was ended. 
The Brothertons were no less certain that it 
was their child. 

It was a strange scene, inthe dingy little 
undertaker shop, and soon the police added 
elements which made it more than ever 
puzzling. The fact that the Brothertons 
were sure the clothing had been changed led 
to a closer examination of the body when the 
grief-stricken parents left the room. Some 
one rolled up the sleeves of the little jacket 
and removed the stockings. About the 
wrists and ankles the skin was droken, and 
from the appearance of the flesh it seemed 
that both had been bound by cords which had 
been drawn cruelly tight. There were no other 
marks. An autopsy may tell whether or not 
t was dead when he entered 
water. arks have given r!-- to

ki’sson was drownedin Mill Creek. There 
would have Deen so mark on his wrists and 
ankles, except those usual incases of 
drowning, when the body has Deen a month 
in the water. 

In the case of the Brotherton boy the cis- 
cumstances are marked by ali the elements 
of terrible mystery. He went to play in the 
street and did not return. The police could 
not find him that night nor the next. Mayor

and set detectives on the boy’s track. Clews 
were plentiful. Each ended in mystery. One 
led to an organ grinder who had been near 
the Brotherton house onthe day of his dis- 
r with his 18-year-old daughter. 
There was vague evidence tending to prove 
that the man’s daughter led the boy away at 
the instigation of her father. Oitizens who 
thought they had seen the in the 
organ grinder’s company went to the 
Mayor and urged he man’s arrest. 
He was found hiding in an attic, as though 
in anticipation of trouble. He denied every- 
thing and was held in $2,000. Sympathe tie 
countrymen raised the money. To-day when 
the Brothertons were in Danville, he was 
urinding out Dalsy Bell’’ in ti as 
usual, The Mayor received a letter from 
New York in February signed only with the 
writer’s initials... Its author had seen a fair- 
haired boy, who resembied Eddie, seated bo- 
tween two Italians in an elevated train. The 
letter was regarded as a it intended to in- 
crease the reward off 0 Then Mayor 
Nichols added no questions asked“ to hig 
offer of reward, but there was no result. To- 
Gay the organ grinderand his daughter are 
collecting pennies as usual, andthe author.

France Know It. 


THREE KINDS, YELLOW, GREBN AND WHITE.

Chartreuse, or La Grande Chartreuse, as it 
is called to distinguish it from other estab- 
lishments of the Cartusian order of monks, is 
situated in a cup-like valley 4,268 feet above 
sea level, amid a group of chalky mountains 
near Grenoble, in France, 

It was founded in 1084, but the first convent 
Was not bulit till fifty years later, and most 
of the present edifice is but little over 200 
yearsinage. The retreat of the monks is 
extremely dificult of access, and few visitors 
care to climb up to their eyrie. For centuries 
the holy fathers were undisturbed, but 
the revolution was no respecter of persons or 
proprietary rights. In 1793 the domain of 
Chartreuse was declared confiscate to the 
State, and the monks were sent into exile, 
France, however, allowed them to return in 
1816 to the monastery and to have the use of 
their buildings and right of pasturage on 
payment of a nominal rent, but the splendid 
forests, chiefly the results of the careful se- 
lection and cultivation of their predecessors, 
were not restored to the brethren.

The Legend of the Violet.

An old legend says that the first violets 
begin tosprout under the heels of the god -

and according to an Oriental myth the violet 
sprang from the tears of Adam, tears of joy 
and humility, when God announced bis to- 
giveness to the first sinner on wenn. oe old 
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violet. It 
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in this country—for instance, an elixir vitae 
and a mineral salve called Beule d'acier, be- 


sides, of course, a vast n of the rich 
resinous cordial which a their honored 


name. 

The monks are famous far and near for 
their benevclence, The sales of their cordial 
go to the establishment of churches, schoois 
and hospitals in the neighboring villages, so 
that anyone who drinks a tasse of Ohar- 
treuse may justly feel that be is helping in- 
directly ina constant work of philanthropy 
and human brotherhood. Their elixir is 
considered a valuable antidote to fevers, 
and during the passage of the Asiatic cWolera 
over Franceit was extremely valuable in 
checking the ravages of that dread disease. 

The chemical composition of all the things 
made by the monks has been Kept a profound 
secret, Dut itis Known that into the manu- 
facture of their delicate liquors, carnations, 
abeinthium and the buds of a pine tree enter 
largely. The nearest railway station to the 
monastery is Vorin, a pretty little town of 
1,600 inhabitants, on the Lyons and Grenoble 
Line. Here the monks have their commercial 
and shipping establishment. Their elixir, 
famous for its stomach-soothing virtues—a 
tew drops in many cases will cure sea-sick- 
ness instantly—and their Boule 4’ <Acier, 
which contains ironin soluble form joined 
with certain herbs, they have mede for cen- 
turies, but their famous cordialisan inven- 
tion of this age, and has only been on the 
market about seventy years. There was 
several grades of it, differing in color and 
strength, Dut only two have found favor in 
this country. 

The yellow, whichis the most luscious, is 
naturally the most popular, and thisis the 
kind which the monks most affect for their 
use. Indeed, it is their dally Deverage, gen- 
erally diluted wiih twice as much pure water, 
and to its higienic properties they attribute 
the wonderfully youthful complexions which 
they possess, menof 70 looking not more 
than 50, and feeling, they say, much 
younger. 

Green chartreuse, which is dryer in flavor, 
more aromatic and chemically stronger, is 
drank in St. Louis tua considerable degree, 
but only about an eighth as much as the yel- 
low. The white is almost unknown here. 

The proper piace for the green is before 
meals, as an appetizer. A thimbleful or 
pony, as itis frequently called, will succeed 
where a cocktall fails, in giving a gentle de- 
sire for food and ability to digest it easily. 
No one who has tried this will be likely to re- 
turn to the insidious and perfidious cocktail, 
The yellow is used either pure, as a liquor, 
after meals, or diluted with effervescing or 
ordinary water at any time.

An armless wonder. who, if she would 


consent to exhibit herself on the stage, 
would commend an enormous salary, is one 
of the most celebrated portrait painters of 
the world. She is Mile. Aimee Rapin, the 
Gaughter of a Swiss barrister, who died when 
she was 12 years of age, and she is both young 
and beautiful, 

She was born in the little town of Payerne, 
Switzerland, without hands or arms. When 
her father died a wealthy gentleman, & 
patron of art, became intérested in her by 
seeing some paintings which she bad made, 
holding the brushes and palette in her toes. 
He undertook the care of her artistic train- 
ing, and sent her to the art school at Lau- 
sanne. From here she went to Geneva, where 
she took several prizes at the Arademy. She 
studied principaliy under Prof. Bartholemy 
Menn, and devoted much attention to the old 
masters and Heldein’s portraits. 

she exhibited a portrait in Berlinin 1891, 
and inthe spring of 1698 went to London. 
For some weeks she gave herself up to the 
study of Rembrandt and Vandyck, in the 
National Gallery. Then she painted the por- 
trait of Princess May, wife of the Duke of 
York, and it created a distinct sensation. 
Commissions from members of the English 
aristocracy followed, and when it analiy de- 
came known that the artist was without 


hands orarms her work became still more 
appreciated, because of the almost insur- 


mountable difficulties which she had over- 


come in her career. 

She established a studio in London, which 
became at once a fashionabie resort. It was 
here thatthe sketch of the armless artist, 
the only one which she has ever permitted to 
be made of her, was taken. er portraits 
are remarkable for their elegant simplicity, 
and are modern in tone and conception.

ELECTRICITY HELPS OUT THE SWIRDLE.

Methods of cheating with dice are divided 
into two classes—the manipulation of the 
proper dice and the employment of improp- 
er ones. 

The familiar loaded dice“ of romance 


are clumsy affairs now little used. They do 


not spin properly, which reveais their pe- 
culiarities to intelligent people. 

The commonest way of manipulating fair 
dice is called ‘‘securing.’’ One die is held 
against the inside edge of the box, while the 
otLersare rattled freely in the box. One, 
therefore, falls to the table in the position in 
which it has been held. The taside edge of 
the box is roughed with glass paper to pro- 


vent the die from slippiag. 

The die to be secured ig taken from the 
table with the six upward, which falls from 
the box again in that position.

Parlanoce of Busy Brokers, Who Have to 
‘Talk Quick.

Things moveso fast and breath is so pre- 
clous in financial circles that the brokers 
Aa ve to resort to a shortening up ofthe 
names of stocks. To designate them by their 
long-winded titles inthe course of the day’s 
business would be absolutely impossible; 


hence the abbreviations, some of which are 
facetious, andto the uninitiated meaning- 
jess. 

For instance, when buyingand selling, or 
giving forders to clerks over telephones, 
brokers cannot take time to repeat such a 
long name as Chicago, Rock Isiand & Pacific. 
The simply say ‘‘Kocky’’ or R. 1.“ An- 
other long-drawn-out name is that of the 
Richmond: & West Potnt Terminal .Rallway 
and Warehouse Co., which is boiled down in 
brokers’ parlance to R. T7. Columbus, 
Hocking Valley & Toledo Ratiroad Co. is cor- 
rupted into ‘‘Shocking Valley,’’ while the 
General Electric Co. is spoken of as Gen- 
eral Alec.’’ Pede“ is much quicker and 
easier than Peorla, Decatur & ans ville, 
yet the former means the latter. 

Some of the other stocks which have had 
their names trimmed down tosuit the con- 
venience or fancy of brokers are the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Co., which is called 
hag 0 Chicago Gas Trust Co., Gas. 
and Chicago, Burlington & Quincy d. 
% Burlington. The ferred stock of the 
Northern Pacific oad Co. is Known as 
‘*Nipper.’’ Toledo, Ann Arbor & North 
Michigan is easily handled as Tan.“ United 
States Rubber Co.’s stock is facetiously 
called Rubber Balls, on account of the 
violent manner in which the stock bounded 
up and down when it was frst put on the 
market, 

The stock of the Missouri Pacific Rallroad, 
the favorite property of the Goulds, is known 
as Mop.“ Tommy Dodd“ was the name 
by which the stock of the Toledo, Deiphas 
& Burlington Rallroad Co. was known to 
brokers in Wall street for years. But little is 
heard of it now. But almost every one has 
heard of Nickel Plate’’ in connection witha 
rallroad, but com tiv few know that 
the title is simply the brokers’ nickname of 
the New York, Chicago & 8t. Louis Railroad. 
Thesname originated when the road was 
constructed, everything connected with it 
being of the best, and all nickel piated,’’ as 
the saying went then. Tube Four’’ is 
the common title of the Ohicago, 

Columbus & St. Louis Railroad by

Electric dice are made of celluloid. A cyl- 
indrical cavity is bored from the six sides 
almost to the face of the ace side.

The 9 is 
filled in with cork and a leaded disk of the 
same weight as the iron one, leaving space 
for the insertion of a celluloid siug bearing 
the six spots. The die is therefore evenly 
balanced and will spin like a fair one. 

These dice must be used on a table having 
an electric magnet beneath it whichcan de 
put in and out of effect at the will of the 
sharp. The magnet brings the ace side, 
near which is the iron disk, against the 
table and turns up the sik. The sharper de- 
magnetizes the magnet before lifting the 
Gie from the table, otherwise its efforts to 
stay there would be noticeable. 

Unfair dice are usually ‘‘rung in’’ after 
the game has commenced. . 

Electric dice are particularly useful in haz- 
ard. A pair of dice being made to fall six 
and one, he can throw a ‘‘nick’’ whenever 
he pleases. If he gives his dupe a pair, made 
to fall both sixes or both aces, the dupe can 
be made to throw a ‘‘crab’’ whenever his 
opponent pleases. 

A dice top, or teetotam, can be madeto 
fall on any ee side, after the manner 
of a luaded dice. 

In false roulette wheels the copper points 
forming the receses into which the ball falis 
are madeto move in twosets. By moving 
one ot these slightly the man who spins the 
wheel can close all the high numbDers or all 
the small ones, according to the betting.

High-Handed Methods of the Home Office 
in Defiance of Britta Justice and Fair 
Play—Mr. Asquith Simply Says the

The trial of Mrs. Maybrick failed so utterly 
to prove her guilt that though she was con- 
Gemned to death Home Secretary Matthews 
refused to hang ber according to the Judge’s 
Sentence, but shut her up to nine months’ 
solitary confinement and to penal servitude 
for life and bade ner prove her innocence. 

It seemed an impossible task, but she has 
a mother. That mother for the whole five 


years of her Gaughter’s imprison- 
ment, while always asking her re- 
lease on the ground of clemency, has 


not only never failed to seek it on the ground 
of justice, but has also sought with equal 
reeverance the proof of innocence which 
© English Home Secretary, in most an- En- 
glish fashion, required. 

Hitherto unsuccessful onthe lines along 
which she is working, through the extremely 
complicated nature of the problem, proof 
hes lately come to her from an unexpected 
and unsuspected source, proof which in-
